“ THE CROSS TIMBER,” IN TEXAS. 

The Cross Timber is a continuous series of 
foresis extend from the weody region at the 
sources of the Trimity, im a direct line north 
across the interminable ries of northern 
Texas, and the Ozark terri to the southern 
bank of the Arkansas river. The belt of umber 
varies in width from five to fifty miles. Between 
the Trinity and Red river it 1 generally from 
five to nine miles wide, and is so remarkably 
straight and regular that it appears to be a wor 

art. Whew viewed (rom the adjoining prai- 
ries on the east or west, it appears 10 the dis- 
tance like an immense wall of woods, streic 
from south to porth ina straight hne, the ex- 
tremities of whuch are lost wo the horizon. There 
appears te be no peculiarity im the surface of 
the grouad over which the Cross Timber, passes, | 
to distunguash it from the surface of the adjvia- | 
ing country; but where the country is level the | 
region traversed by the Cross Timber is level; 
where it undulating, and where it te hilly, that | 
also is uneven, conforming every respect tothe | 
general features of the adjoining country.
